GOP Strategy: 
To Link Adlai 
To Truman 
Both Ike, Nixon 
Hammer Home Idea 
That He's Captive 


DENVER — (AP) — Gen. 


Dwight D. Eisenhower's re- 
jection of President Truman's 
bid to a confidential "brief- 
ing" on the international sit- 
uation points up a key facet 
of the Republican presiden- 
tial nominee's campaign 
strategy. 


Ever since nomination of Gov. 


Adlai Stevenson as his Democra- 
tic opponent for the presidency, 
Eisenhower and his political aides 
have been hammering away at the 
idea the Illinois governor is the 
hand-picked captive of the Truman 
administration. 


.Must Defend Kecnrd 


The day Stevenson was chosen 


as his party's standard bearer, 
Eisenhower said it meant the gov- 
ernor could offer the country only 
a one-plank program—defense of 
the entire Truman record. 


When Stevenson sat in Tuesday 


at a While House briefing on the 
world situation, Eisenhower and 
his running mate, Sen. Richard M. 
Nixon of California, let fly swiftly 
with one-two punches. 


It meant, said Elsenhower,,that 


Stevenson !< "subservient to the 
political forces which have too 
long been in power in our coun- 
try."

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Television Can Revive Debates 


of Lincoln-Douglas Type 


We always said television would grow up and amount 


to something some day. Now it's got its big chance. 


There's, talk of a series of hour-long debates between 


Adlai Stevenson, speaking in the affirmative on whether 
the Democratic Party is a good thing, and General Eisen- 
hower, taking the negative. 


This would be the biggest thing of its kind since Lin- 


coln and Douglas squared off in a similar engagement in 
1858. 


Scheduled at any hour except maybe 4 a. m., a televised 


Stevenson-Eisenhower debate on the big campaign issues 
would have a larger audience'than the entire population of 
the United States in 1858, which was just under, 30,000,000. 


Stevenson is reported interested in the^ idea, and small 


wonder. 
The Lincoln-Douglas debates were held right 


around Springfield, 111., the section where Stevenson was 
raised and where he now holds forth as governor.

Furthermore, the Lincoln-Douglas debates were first 


suggested and then personally arranged for by Stevenson's 
grandfather on his mother's side, Jesse Fell, who was a 
friend of both Lincoln and Douglas." 


Too, Stevenson has been likened to Lincoln both as to 


certain qualities of mind and their similarly lean and lucid 
styles of writing and speaking. That would stand him in 
good stead in debate. 


Despite Eisenhower's personal magnetism and his good 


mind, which would do well by him in a TV debate, He could 
hardly be blamed for declining to tangle with a man as well 
adapted to that field of endeavor as is Stevenson. 


But aside from and above the qualifications and in- 


clinations of the participants in any such debate, is the over- 
riding consideration of the value such a thing would be to 
the country as a whole. 


It would bring to the voters in dramatic form the is- 


sues to be decided and the Democratic and Republican ideas 
for solving them. At the moment the differences of the 
two nominees on certain big issues is not too clear. 


On foreign policy, for instance,, they're pretty much 


together. Both are Internationalists with a capital "I". On 
many domestic issues they are not far apart, both being 
middle-of-the-roaders, government economy advocates, and 
anti-big government. •

A television meeting between the two would be sure 


to bring out sharply, though, those points on which they do 
disagree and it's important for the public to know exactly 
what those points are and what each nominee intends to do 
about them. 


It's the big, shifting mass of independent voters that 


would be most influenced by a clear, dramatic presentation 
such as the TV debates would allow. And it would be cer- 
tainly a valuable gift to the democratic tradition if that 
clear, dramatic presentation takes place this year, and every 
four years from now on. 


The value of TV in letting the public get an inside look 


at politics has been demonstrated at congressional hearings 
and at the recent party conventions in Chicago. Both were 
great stimulants to public interest in government. 


, A TV debate between Stevenson and Eisenhower could 


be an even greater one.

This Query Has Multiple Answer

When the opponents capture the 


first large discard pile, your side 
must concentrate on playing for 
out.- If you manage to meld out 
quickly, you may even score a 
small profit on the hand; but if it 
takes you a long time to rneld out, 
your opponents may 
rifh up a 


very big score. 


In this situation, your opponents 


must be guided by what they think 
you can do. If they think you can 
meld out quickly, they must un- 
load most of thetr own melds. But 
if they think you are having trou- 
ble, [they can afford to take their 
time and thus keep control of the 
discard pile. 


This sometimes gives you the 


chance to deceive the opponents. 
You may be very nearly out;- but 
you- may find a way to persuade 
the! enemy that you will catch 
them with most of their cards un- 
melded. 


For example, suppose the oppo- 


nents pick up a huge discard pile 
and. meld very little of it, hoping 
for & big score. Your partner im- 
mediately makes the initial meld 
from his hand with 
A-A-2 
and 


K-K-K. At your next turn you draw 
from the stock pile and then hold: 


2-2 A-A K J 10 5-5-5-5-5. 
What should you do? 
You can, if you choose, make 


the canasta of aces by adding your 
two aces and two deuces. Or you 
can put down your fives with the 
two deuces. You can make all sorts 
of melds, discarding either the 
Jack or the ten and leaving your- 
self with Juat one card. 


But if you do any such thing, 


the cat will be out of the bag. The 
opponents will unload hastily, and 
will probably makt * nice profit 


even if you meld out fairly quickly. 


Your best course is to put down 


only three of the fives. You might 
also add just one ace to the meld 
of aces. And then you discard 
either the jack or the ten. 


This play makes 
it 
look 
as 


though you cannot make a four- 
card base. You're doing the best 
you can. of course, by putting 
down a three-card meld, but you're 
obviously very far from out. At 
any rate, that's what the opponents 
will surely believe. 


Now they can afford to keep 


their cards unmelded, waiting for 
you to have discard trouble. And 
of course you will let them have 
it right between the eyes as soon 
as you can' draw any ace, king, 
five, or wild card.

Disorderlijiess an Early 
Sign of Schiosphrenia

las discussed schizophrenia, which 
s the»medical name for a mental 
disease, a most important charac- 
eristic of which is a split-person 
ality. 


In simple terms, this,means that 


a person afflicted with schizophre< 
nia is likely to show perfectly nor 
mal behavior in some respects, but 
act completely off the beam in oth 
ers. A well-known story on this 
ype of behavior is Robert Louis 
Stevenson's "Dr. Jekyll and Mr. 
Hyde." 


Schizophrenia cannot be applied 
o the conflicting impulses 
for 


good and evil which affect prac- 
ically all normal people. This is 
not insanity. It is only when a 
>erson acts like two people, one 
;ood and one bad, that mentar 
liscase is said to exist. 
Another name for this serious 


mental disease is dementia prae-

disease. The answer to this is 
that the person must somehow be 
examined by a psychiatrist, and if 
this mental disease is really pres- 
ent in a sufficiently severe form,, 
the courts can be asked to commitS 
the patient to an institution. 
.MAY GET FOREWARNING 


This is not the only form of 


mental disease, but it is surely 
one of the most important. Some- 
times the coming of the conditions 
can be recognized before it is fully 
established. 


It is encouraging that many 


sufferers from this form of mental 
disease have been helped and in 
some cases cured by electric shock^ 
treatments. In some, also, an oper- 
ation on the brain has brought 
jood results. 


All should remember that this, 


as well as other forms of mental 
disease, is no disgrace; the suf- 
ferer from mental illness has no 
more tried to become ill in this 
manner than someone tries to get 
a broken bone.

at the end of next year, unless 
the President and the 83rd Con- 
gress act affirmatively to keep 
them up. It will be up to the new 
chief executive to tell the law- 
makers what he wants—which may 
or may not be what he gets. 


Slow Process 


It will be to the President's ad- 


vantage to submit his tax recom- 
mendations promptly because it 
takes a long time to grind 'a tax 
bill through the congressional mill. 
The last one required almost nine 
months. 


In drafting that increase, which 


went into effect last fall, Congress 
set definite cutoff dates for the 
increased rates. The veterans on 
the tax-writing committees recog- 
nized that a tax without an ex- 
piration date is, in practical ef- 
fect, a permanent levy.

islative action next year, taxes are 
due to go down $5.280,000,000.

The actual race mile the gaited fellows trot or pace in two min- 


utes or thereabouts is nothing in 
comparison to the pre-race prepara- 
tion. 


Unlike the runner, the sulky-puller 


has to be honed razor sharp on race 
day itself. 


You just can't point a harness 


horse toward the finish line and ex- 
pect him to do his best. 


The harness horse spends the bet- 


ter part of tire day working at his 
trade. On race day, he starts get- 
ting ready for the big occasion early 
in the morning, when his groom 
brings him out of the stall and 
walks him for 15 minutes. With the 
race scheduled for mid-afternoon, 
the 12 o'clock feeding time is set 
ahead to- 10. The warm-up prepa- 
ration begins at 11. 


At that hour, the trainer hitches up his steed and jogs him 


slowly for from two to three miles the wrong way of the 
track. Then, without returning to the barn, the horse goes 
a mile the right way of the track at about a three-minute 
gait. This Is known in harness-racing parlance as a double- 
header.

Then, after a 20-minute cooling-out in his stall, the trainer again 


calls for the trotter or pacer. This time it's a mile trip in 2:30 or 
thereabouts.

With all that behind him, the harness horse Is ready for 


the starter. 
The race itself may go two, three or even four heats in certain

For one-heat night racing, the horse is jogged" in the morning

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'VE' of 1952 Is Not a Victory But Cattle Disaster

V. S. D. A. Declares State of Emergency in One of Worst Animal Epidemics 


BV DQV'GLAS LARSEN 


WASHINGTON—(NBA) — One 


of the nation's worst years for 
animal disease 
epidemics 
has 


been climaxed by a state of emer- 
gency declared by the U. S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


This latest move is caused by a 


serious outbreak of the swine dis- 
ease called vesicular exanthema. 
.The epidemic 
provides 
another 


boost to soaring food prices and 
zooming inflation, generally. 


The series of animal diseases 


which has plagued 
farmers' all 


over' the U. S. and disrupted meat 
packing and marketing centers 
began with an outbreak of anthrax 
last Winter. Next came an on- 
slaught of the dread 
foot-and 


mouth disease in Canada close to 
the U. S. border which required 
sudden and drastic measures in 
the U. S. to prevent its spread over 
the whole North American con 
tinent. 


Now it's vesicular exanthema- 


called simply "VE." 


The total cost in meat loss to 


the public, loss to the farmers, 
and expense of trying to control 
these diseases is impossible to 
estimate at this time, a USDA 
spokesman says. But he admits it 
is tremendous. And it could be 
much worse if the present emer- 
gency measures fail to curb the 
spread of the diseases. 
* * * 


The cost to U. S. taxpayers of 


fighting the foot-and-mbuth epi- 
demic in Mexico, to keep it out 
of the U. S. has now reached $124,- 
000,000. That's an indication of 
what such programs can cost. 


USDA experts are holding their 


breath, hoping that their emer- 
gency quarantine and 
quick-kill 


methods will confine VE to the 
16 states in which it now exist*. 


VE affects only pigs, not hu- 


mans or other animals. But it is 
very similar 
to 
foot-and-mouth 


disease. Sores appear on the ani- 
mal's foot pads; on mucous mem- 
branes and on the skin of the 
snout and nostrils. Death rate is 
not high, but it shrinks the ani- 
mal and causes other complica- 
tions. 


Infrrtpd or 
exposed 
animals 


cannot be sold as food for humans. 
Under the emergency regulations 
they are slaughtered and cither 
burned, buried, or cooked into an 
animal fed supplement. 


A plan is being worked out 


whereby the U. S. and the slates 
will pay farmers for part of their 
loss. The quarantine prohibits ship- 
ment of any pigs out of any state 
where the disease has occurred.

VE has existed to a small ex- 


tent in California since 1932, among 
garbage-fed pigs. It never got out 
of that state because California 
never shipped out any pork or 
pigs. This Summer's spread, how- 
ever, is believed due to garbage 
from a cross country train's diner 
which was stocked with infected 
pork in California. 


Anthrax is very similar to VE, 


and all animals are susceptible to 
it. It can also be fatal to humans. 


Last Winter's outbreak has been 


traced to infected bone meal im- 
ported from outside the country. 
Before emergency measures check- 
ed its spread, animals in a great 
many states had been infected. 


The seriousness of that outbreak 


lies in the fact that land on which 


an infected animal lived or died 
can ever be 
made 
completely 


free of anthrax spores. The epi- 
demic created a vastly increased, 
permanent {hreat of anthrax out- 
break in the U. S. 


This has made the contiol prob- 


lem vastly more complex and ex- 
pensive.

CHICAGO — Post-Korean .veter- 


ans who want to learn how to fly 
will get 7» per cent of their flight 
training costs paid by the govern- 
ment, under a new GI bill. The rest 
will have to come out of the veter- 
an's own pocket. 


The new GI bill. Public Law 550, 


applies to veterans who served 
since the outbreak of fighting in 
Korea 'in June, 1950. Their service 
need not necessarily have been in 
Korea. 


It provides veterans with five 


benefits; education and training 
and GI loans, both administered by 
the Veterans Administration; and 
unemployment compensation, mus- 
tering-out 
pay 
and 
job-finding 


assistance, handled by other agen- 
cies. 


Monthly Payments 


Under the new GI bill, the VA 


will make monthly payments di- 
rectly to veteran-trainees, and not 
to the school. Out of the allowance, 
veterans will have to meet all

their own expenses, including tui 
tion. 


The VA allowance for 
flight 


trainees also will go to the vetcr 
ans, but they must turn the money 
over to the flight school, along with 
some funds of their own, to cover 
the cost of the training.

training pay will be based on 75 
per cent of the school's established 
charge for non-veterans taking the 
same course. 


In the case of a veteran taking 


flight training along with some 
other course under the new GI bill, 
he will receive both r e fljfeht al- 
lowance plus whatever other al- 
lowance he may be entitled to- 
depending on the course. 


Normally, under the law, a post- 


Korean veteran will get one and 
one-half days of' GI training for 
each day of service after Korea, up 
to a maximum, for most veterans, 
of 36 months.
